Some of the Northern and Western demo-
cratio newspapers maka the graduation of Fiip-
per, the colored West Point cadet, the oc-
casion for olbjectiog to the introduction of the
colored clement into the line and staff of the

army. The Ciocinoati Foquirer says :

“T'here is no danger of negro equslily, ob, no!
But it will be so dalightful for the white soldier
to bo commanded to psco the greensweard before
1ho tent of Licutonsant Flipper, tho negro grad-
uate of West Point, and the white soldier will
probably indulge in a strango train of thought
while doing it. And wken promoticn comes,
and the neygro becomes Mejak Flippsh or Col,
Flippab, the prospects of the white capteins and
lieutenanis will bo so cheerful, particularly if
they havo families and are ststioned al some
post inthe far west, where any neglect in the
social courtesies toward their supperior oflicer
would probably go hard with them and their
families.”

The sume papers violently objected to the
radical trauds in the Statesof Florida, South
(Carolina and Louisiana at the Jast Presidential
clection. The okjections in both the 2ases al-
luded to sre as strikiog instances of the differ-
ence io the results of the goriog of particular
oxen as could well be afforded. Radical frauds
in Southern elections, in which the ioterests of
Southern States only were affected, were passed
over by these same papers as ocourreoces, rep-
rehensible to be sure, but of o great oconse-
quence, and probably as the uvavoidable result
or retributive sequenca of the war; but wheo
they affected the resalt of the Presidential elee-
tion, io which Northero and Western democrats
were personally interested,they suddenly became
of sufficient importance to be made the cause of
a threatened 2ivil war. So of wvegro equality.
The Southern States, by frauduient elections,
federal appointment, or civil rights bilis, could
have pegzro goveroors, negro judges, &coators,
congressmen, legislators. collectors and post-
masters thrust upon them aod negroes forced
into their colleges with but slight opposition from
most of the Northern and Western demo-
oratic pewspapers, but now that a negro, to the
gurprise and against the bopes ol the radieals,
has graduated at West Poiot and assumes the
rank to which he is entitled in the army—
nearly all the officers of which are Northern
men—the isjury immediately assumes, io the
eyes of thescsamo papers,proportions sufficient-
ly large to threaten the discipline, il not the
existence of the cotire land forces of the
Upited States. We bope that Lieutenant
Flipper may be prowoled rapidly, but we also
hope that his admission into the army may be
the means of diminishing the strength ol that
army to the actual’aceds of the country.

No late occurrence of a local nature calls {o
mind so vividly the ephemeral character of po
litical celebrity as the death of Capt. Viecent
Wiltcher, of Pittsylvania eousty, Virginia—a
gentleman whose reputation once, aod deserved-
ly,extended to the uttermost limits of the Com-
monwealth, and whose icfluence was so great
with his party in the State that he was dubbed
by Father Ritchie, and generally knowo, as the
*‘bell wether” of the whigs,and yet his very ex-
istenoe,save in his own immediate neighborhood,
bad been almost forgotten until the announce-
ment of its termination. The war was a gene-
ral destroyer even of what were once cousidered
permancneies, but with regard to such flecting
things as political reputations, it completely
obliterated all memory of some of them.

A most remorkable circumstance attended
the hangiog of the Mollie Maguires at Potts-
ville yesterday, The lifo of oac of the erimi-
nals was in the haods of any of the others, and
would probably hava been saved had they becn
cogoizant of that fact. 'The evidenco against
Duffy was not as positive as that zgainst all
the others, and tho private sceretary of Gov.
llartranft, with a repricve for bim ian his
pocket, waited, at the foot of the gallows, to
present it if in the dyiog spceches or confes-
sions of his accomplices anything should be
said that would iodicate hisivnocence. As,
however, nothing was mentioved that weuld
icnd to lessen the proof agaimst bim, he met
the fato of the others.

If the idea of attemptiog to break up the
solid South by appointing democrats to office
in that scction ever eotered the miod of Presi-
dent Hayes, it certainly never developed into
proportions sufficicotly large to even approxi-
mate the accomplishment of the desired objeet,
for though there arc numerous demoerats in
all quarters of the South aoxious to be the in-
struments by which—not to achieve tho pur-
pose alladed lo—but by which the experiment
could be tried, the hopes of only two of them,
the Marshal of West Teonessee and the Post-
master of Petersburg, have, up to this time,
been gratified.

The uprising of the Indians in ldaho, the

The Eastern War.

We bave only now detailed information re-
specting the first coefliet in the open field be.
tween the Turks and Russians in Armeeia. 1t
will be remembered that Mukhtar Pasha rein.
forced the troops at Delibaba some days ago
and ordered Commander Mchcmet to advanc,
through the passes from the Aras Vailey and
Pasha Plaio and meet the Russians,  Mebemet
therefore descended the slepe and took up a
position at Zcidikan, cr Saidachao, which is
ten or twelve miles southwest of Toprak Kaleh,
and just in froot of the passes above meotioned,
His artillery streogth was cei stroog.  Hisio:
{antry wes not above cight thousasd, asd lie
had little or wo cavalry, and that was bad, The
Russian left, under Licotenant General Teraus
kassoff, had, on the otber Land, aboul fev
thousand infantry and plenty of caunon, beside
an effeetual cavalry foreo. I'he Turks Lrought
on the fight by advauces on the 13th instant.
The whole day was speat in an artillery duel,
but on the 16th the Russians begen the cxeew”
tion of what was evidently a scttled plao. Six
bodies of Russian infantry advanced al G o'clock
uader cover of a terrible artillery fire, Not-
withstandiog the Turks retursed a steady fire,
the epewy continued to advacca, and, finally,
by detaching a strong body, turoed the Tarkish
right flack, seizzd the comwacdivg il sed
quickly threw up breastworks and there estad-
lished four field guus, which cuabled thom 1o
take almost the entire {root of the Turki-h lice,
From this moment the losses of the latter were
gserious. Their men fell rapidly. Their wrdl-
lery was dislodged and (he infantry exposed,
witbout support, to s murderous fire. lor
over twenty mioutes the Ottomans stood be-
fore this pew attack, and at this ctisis Mchewet
fell. To ivcrease the difficulties smwmuvitivy
fell short, At 10 o’clock the height which the
Turks held at the opening of the battle was oo
longer teoable, snd by midoight the last Turk
was driven off. A cavalry charge fullowed,
converting defeat into rout,  Ooe aceount says
the Russians advanced into the Plain of Pasio,
two miles from Mukhtar's position, which is
very precarious, This is apparently confirmed
by a Russian official dispatch which says:—
“General Turgukassoff has lefv Z:idika, avd is
merchinz upon Kuprikoi.” Qa the other hand,
Mukhtar Pasha's main position was at Just ae-
counts, near Zzawin, aod it is certain that the
Aras, which is oot fordable at this scason, flows
batween bim apd the troops beaten on Suiur-
day, which would protect Lim from the Rus-
sian left wing. Arpother report says, however,
that some of the army around IKais has ad-
vaoced towards ISiz:roum, which may cxplaio
Mukhtar's Pasha’s threateved position. The
latest Turkish advices, dated June 17, say the
Torkish left wing is retreating on lirzeroum,
lollowed by a Russian Geperalo A Pera dis
pateh to tiue London Globe says Dagasad bae
been reiaken by the Turks,

Iaik Pasha, Turkish enmmandant st Van
having been advised ol the appreach ol onc
thousasd Russians, dispatehed @ body ol cav
alry acd infantry against them,  The Russiaos
were defeated god fled to Bayezid, the district
about which place the Turks have invested, As
Iaik Pasha bas cut them off frow all assistance,
the eapitulation of Bayazid is immincot,

The Russiap left wing has lallen back on
Kbaliat and Z:idikan. The ‘Turkish right
wiog is in front ol the woustain gerge ol Dol
baba. Mukhtar Pasha iz still ot Kharem
Dazee.

The distress in Mostenegro is likely to eause
an important change in Russian strateey, 'T'he
(Czar i3 greatly concerned as to the fate of Mon:
teucero, whose only ehance appears (o br ip
the Rusaians marching acrosa Servia to Novi
Bazar, whenea they might fall on Meliemeot
Ali'srear, .

Suleiman Pashz haa joined Ali Saib npd
their united armies are marehing upon el
tinje.

Suleiman Pasha oceupied the strong position
of Planinitza unopposed, owing Lo the wweapa-
city of Vukovies, the iosurgent leader, who,
after he had decided o no longer oppose the
rovictualling of Niesies, remsired inactive until
the Turks eotered that place instead of provid-
ing for the defence of Planiniiza,

Ruasia has iovited Aastria to make wilitary
preparations for the purpose of preventing the
Mouteneirins from being utlerly erushed, The
Austrian Foreign Office is vot 1aclived to move
in the matter. Certain signs in Ministerial
quarters, hawever, poiat to tha probability that
the moment is considered close at Land whea
further inuction oo the part ol Austrin wight
unfavorably prejudiee her falure pesition in
conoeetion with the solutinn of (he UOrlentai
question.

Ilive Pashas, commandiog forly battalions,
{weoty guns and five thousand cavalry, attacked
the Montenegrin position near Ostrek on Sun-
day. Lighting has becn proceediog uninter-
ruptedly, night and day, until the present time,
The Turks so far have not gained a foot.  'The
telegram, however, contemplates the possibility
of the Monteoegrins being finally compelled to
give way. The Turks suffered immense losses
duriog the last three days,

Contrary to Turkish reports of the junctiou
of Suleiman Pasha and Ali Saib a Celtinj2 eor-
respondent, says :—*‘Relative to the Turkizh
defeat near Spuz later accouunis show there
never was a worse panie, a more disastrous rouf,
koown in theannals of the war between Turkey
and Monteoegro, 1t was only the artillery of
the forts that saved the Turkish army from
complete destruction. The Turkish dead can-
not be counted, because they lie along the pluin
nearly up to Spuz, and the artillery of tho city
prevents approach,  General Pelrovicz reports
about 1,000 dead withio the ground resoverced
by the Moateoegrins. The spirits of the people
are very high here. It is coofidently Lelieved
that Suleiman will be drivev back to Niesies,”

Sixty Tarks landed near Kalarash oa Wed-
nesday., They wers attacked by the Lussians
and were nearly all killed and woundad aiter
an obstinate resistance. There was a heavy ecan-
nonade across the river between Widdin and
Kalalat yesterday.

Cannonading coolioues at DBucharcst, A
Russian battery has been dismantled at Slo-
bosia.

All military attaches except looglish have
gone to the fromt, Unfortunately, officers of
the headquarters staff say, an Eoglish military
attache was so received by the Grand Duke a3
to render his remaining with the Russian army
very uncertaino.

Barges used for trapsporling corn oo the
Daoube have been travsformed ioto floatiog
blockhouses for carrying iofaniry across the
river, aod made proot aganst bullets and frag-
ments of shells. The Houmanian army has
fully completed its arrapgements, and is ready
for the mot d'ordre. T'ho flat lands alouvg the
Danube which were covercd with water are
now free, but it will rcquire a week or ten days
for tho muddy surface to beecome dry coough
for r®ad makiog. The weather is hot and dry,
_The Loodon Daily Telegraph's Rustehuk
dispatch reports that on Wednesday the Rus
sians collected a number of boats and six small
stcamers bchind ao island pear I'irgcs, A
Turkish gunboat sect to reconsoitre narrowly
escaped a torpedo lauched at them, Consider-
able firing ensucd across the river, without
much damage to the Turks, although as the
Russian boats were for some time exposed to a
heavy fire, it is believed they suffered severely.
la the Lower House of the Hungarian Diat
yesterday Herr Simonyi announced the foliow-
ing inoterpellation :—*Does the Goveroment
consider the Treaty of Paris broken by the
action of Russia and Roumania, and does it et
consider that it i3 now timo to appeal to Ling-
land and France uader the tripartite treaty of
1856 to enforeca the Treaty of Paris."’

The Eoglish Goveroment bas ordered Mae-
killap Pasha aod other Dritish officers ia the
I hedive's serviee to resign.
The Turkish Chamber of Deputizs bLas de-
cided by a larze majority that it 13 advisable to
postpone for the prescet the question of the
almicsion of Christians inte the army, they con
tinuiog to pay the cxewplion tax.
An inlervicw of great importance has re-
